No Accidents, Fires

An automobile southbound 
on U.S. 75, between Arapaho 
Rd. and Campbell Rd., went 
out of control Thursday, 
careened across the median 
and slammed into an on­ 
coming truck and car killing 
three persons and injuring 
seven others. 
The crash was the worst 
traffic accident in Texas 
during the first day of the 
102-hour F ourth of July 
holiday period.

to ll, according to a United 
Press International survey. 
Nine were killed in highway 
accidents. Two others were 
drowned.

Carleen 
Fitzsimmons, 30, of Houston, 
were killed in the Richard­ 
son wreck. One of the injured 
was in serious condition and

Wednesday, compared 
with 80 deaths in 1972. The

Hungry Are Our 
Moral Obligation

Famine seems very remote to us in America when 
we only have to worry about how' much we pay for food 
at the market. But in Africa and other countries, 
starvation is a real and tragic reality. 
Untold 
thousands will die because they have nothing to eat. 
When I think of hungry children I recall a tour of 
orphanages which I made in Japan. The memory of one 
particular child has never left me. 
It was a cold day and those in my party were 
wrapped in warm coats. At the entrance of the or­ 
phanage we were greeted by a Belgian nun who was 
stationed in the orphanage. She served us coffee and 
very sweet cookies which I decided later were reserved 
for visitors who might be potential donors. 
During our tour of the building, here was the child I 
mentioned, standing in the mid.Ile of a room on a 
concrete floor with nothing on but u shirt. He was about 
four years of age * id crying as if his heart was 
breaking. He was cold and he was evidently hungry, 
and maybe most of all, he needed love. 
Later we passed through the dining room where the 
children were being fed and their entire meal con­ 
sisted of one small piece of boiled potato and a half 
glass of milk. 
At that time the government of Japan allowed only 
ll cents per child per day for food. Without gifts from 
outsiders there often was not even the availability of 
milk. 
* 
I have often regretted eating that cookie which w as\ 
too sweet in the first place, and I always felt it should! 
have gone to that hungry little boy standing there 
sobbing in his misery, with his little blue body showing 
the coldness. 
During the time I spent in Japan there were many 
groups of Americans who were supplying milk on a 
daily basis at various orphanages in their vicinities, 
and on days off, GI’s would go and build additions and 
repair delapidated buildings. 
But there were so many orphans there, what the 
Americans provided seemed only a drop in the bucket, 
and when they went away, even that may have stop­ 
ped. 
While we worry about a gasoline shortage, the 
hungry people of the world can think of only one thing 
— how very hungry they are. And while we are cont­ 
ending with high prices on all food stuffs, at least we 
can walk into a superm arket and make a choice. They 
have none. 
I don’t have any solutions for famine and maybe no 
one else has, but I am willing to share what I have with 
those who do not. 
Ours is a moral obligation to help those who cannot 
help themselves. But we had better hurry. Hu- 
waits for no one.

Superman Comics Valuable 


Funny 
Books 
Are 
Big 
Business

HOUSTON (U P I) - As a 
boy in East Texas, Burrel 
Rowe whiled away lazy 
summer days at the town 
drug store spellbound in 
comic 
book 
adventures 
dominated by a cast of 
heroes and villians. 
“ I started with a hundred 
comics I bought for a dime 
apiece,” he said. 
Today, at 37, the boyish 
and bespectacled municipal 
bond attorney buys, sells, 
trades 
and 
still 
reads 
comics. But the price has 
gone up —$2,000 for a 1939 
“ Superman.” 
“ Sure, there’s a nostalgic 
attraction,” Rowe, 37, said. 
“ It’s the most relaxing thing 
I do and it’s a lot of fun 
Beautiful Stories 
“ But I really appreciate 
the art in them. Many of the 
comics have beautiful art 
and beautiful stories. 


“ You can say now, 
‘I 
collect comics,’ and people 
are surprised. Four or five 
years from now that won t be 
the case. It will be like 
collecting stamps. 
“ Soon 
they 
will 
be 
museum items because the 
price just gets higher and 
higher.” he said. 
Rowe recently paid $2,000 
for “ Superman” No. I, a 1939 
issue of the fantasy hero. To 
do thai he sold a similar 
issue for $725. 
“ I trade so I can buy what 
I want,” he said 
He 
went 
into 
serous 
collecting several years ago 
when he meted to Houston 
and began swapping issues 
with Texas author Larry 
McMurtry, another comics 
fan His collection includes 
about 1,200 selected issues. 
Up Each Year 
“ It’s the only investment 
I ’ve made that keeps going 
up each year,” Rowe said. “ I 
have to insure them every 


year, and each time they go 
up 30 per cent or more. 
“ I have saved them since a 
child; and even back then, I 
tried to get back issues of my 
favorites, ‘Jungle Comics.’” 
Rowe doesn’t 
read 
his 
rarest pieces any longer, 
because the cheap paper 
they are printed on is easily 
damaged when brittle with 
age. 


“ I ’m usually too scared to 
open them, but then a coin 
collector doesn’t spend his 
coins, and a stamp collector 
doesn’t use his stamps to 
mail letters. 
“ You have to understand 
the 
mentality 
of 
the 
collector. There is some 
fantasy involved. But it isn’t 
harmful. For me it is very 
therapeutic.”
